REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 3-19 were pending of which 1, 3, 4, and 1 1-14 were rejected and Claims 
5-10 and 15-19 were indicated as being allowable. Claims 1, 4, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 19 have 
been amended and Claims 3 and 13 have been cancelled. 

The Examiner's suggested changes to Claim 15, 17 and 19 have been addressed. 

Correction of Inventor's Name 

As to the inventor's name, Applicant confirms that the Examiner is correct that the last 
name is Chen. A request for corrected filing receipt along with a supplemental Application 
Data Sheet was filed on April 15, 2005, via facsimile. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1 and 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Homg 
et al. (6,815,916) ("Homg"). Applicant requests reconsideration. 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite "a third input terminal electrically connected 
between said fan motor and said computer outputting a PWM signal by referring to a 
predetermined table recording a relationship between a duty cycle and a speed of said fan 
motor, wherein said third input terminal receives said PWM signal sent by said computer for 
controlling said speed of said fan motor." Support for the amendment to Claim 1 can be 
found, e.g., at pages 1-2 and 7-1 1 of the present application and, thus, no new matter is added. 
Claim 3 has been cancelled. 

Homg does not teach or suggest "a third input terminal electrically connected between 
said fan motor and said computer outputting a PWM signal by referring to a predetermined 
table recording a relationship between a duty cycle and a speed of said fan motor". 

Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 1 is patentable over Homg. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 4 and 1 1-14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Homg. Applicants request reconsideration. 
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Claim 4 is dependent on Claim 1. Accordingly, it is submitted that Claim 4 is 
patentable for at least the same reasons as Claim 1 discussed above. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Applicants note that Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Examiner's 
comments related to Claim 4, e.g., the characterization of what a "module" is, the presence of 
the different elements in Homg, or the stated motivation. Nevertheless, as Claim 4 is 
dependent on Claim 1, Applicants believe that Claim 4 is patentable and that further 
discussion related to Claim 4 is unnecessary. 

Similar to Claim 1, discussed above, Claim 1 1 has been amended to recite "a third 
input terminal electrically connected between said fan and said system outputting said PWM 
signal by referring to a predetermined table recording a relationship between a duty cycle and 
a speed of said fan, wherein said third input terminal receives said PWM signal sent by said 
system for controlling said speed of said fan". 

Homg does not teach or suggest "a third input terminal electrically connected between 
said fan and said system outputting said PWM signal by referring to a predetermined table 
recording a relationship between a duty cycle and a speed of said fan". 

Accordingly, Applicants submit that Claim 1 1 is patentable over Homg. Claims 12 
and 14 depend from Claim 1 1 and are therefore patentable for at least the same reasons. 
Claim 13 has been cancelled. Reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 4, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 19 have been amended and Claims 3 and 13 have been 
cancelled leaving Claims 1, 4-12, and 14-19 pending. For the above reasons, Applicants 
respectfully request allowance of Claims all pending claims. Should the Examiner have any
